I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Municipal 
Borough  during  the  year  1939. 

The  vital  statitics  are  satisfactory;  the 
Death  Rate  is  10.78  and  the  Birth  Rate  14.14. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  are  49,  this  is  an  increase 
of  seven  on  the  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  from 
this  cause  in  the  previous  year. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  of  Infectious 
Disease  and  it  has  been  unnecessary  to  close  any  schools. 
Five  more  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  notified 
than  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  instances  of  "overcrowding”  in 
the  Borough  has  been  reduced  to  three. 

To  the  Clerk  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of 
the  Lindsey  County  Council,  the  Town  Clerk  and  Borough 
Surveyor  of  Cleethorpes  and  my  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector, 

I tender  my  acknowledgements  and  thanks  for  the 
information  they  have  supplied  and  which  is  incorporated 
in  this  Report.

Removal  by  ambulance  is  an  inclusive  charge  of  the  Infectious 
Disease  Hospital  receiving  the  case.  Non-inf ectious  and  accident 
cases  may  be  removed  by  the  Borough  Council's  Ambulance,  when  a 
charge  is  made  according  to  mileage.  Ambulance  facilities  are 
adequate . 

(c)  Nursing  at  Home. 

The  Borough  provide  the  services  of  a nurse  for  selected 
cases  of  Infectious  Disease  (including  Pneumonia)  which  for 
special  reasons  may  be  required  to  be  nursed  at  home. 

The  Lindsey  County  Council  provide  the  services  of  a nurse 
for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  to  be  nursed  at  home,  when 
requested  by  General  Practitioners.

Refuse  was  collected  weekly  from  properties  in  the  Borough  and 
during  the  season  1260  twice-weekly  collections  were  made  from  a 
number  of  business  premises. 

The  cleansing  of  pail  closets  was  undertaken  weekly  at  21 
houses  in  the  Humberston  area. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  Camping  Ground  in  North  Sea 
Lane  during  the  season  in  extra  collections  of  refuse  and  cleansing 
of  pail  closets. 


Five  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  Corporation  were  employed  on 
refuse  collection  and  seventeen  men  employed  as  collectors. 
Additional  labour  and  transport  were  engages  as  required. 

4849  loads  of  the  collected  refuse  were  weighed  at  the  Depot.

A charge  of  threepence  per  bin  is  made  for  collection  ana 
disposal  of  this  type  of  refuse  and  the  sum  of  £.15.  Os.  Od.  has 
been  received  in  this  respect  during  the  year. 
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Trade  refuse  estimated  at  279  tons  was  also  brought  by  local 
tradesmen  to  the  destructor.  No  charge  was.  made  for  disposing  of 
this  refuse,  ^ ^ 

Garden  Refuse, 

A considerable  quantity  of  grass  and  garden  litter  was  collected 
along  with  house  refuse  and  a large  amount  was  also  brought  to  the 
depot.  This  class  of  refuse  is  increasing  yearly. 

Refuse  Disposal, 

The  7037  tons  of  collected  house  and  trade  refuse  were  disposed 
of  as  follows  : 

5358  tons  to  Disposal  Works. 

1623  tons  to  Humberston  Land. 

56  tons  to  Farmland. 

232  loads  of  departmental  refuse  estimated  at  75  tons  were 
brought  to  the  Destructor. 

Ash  and  clinker  estimated  at  866  tons  wore  disposed  of  in  the 
Depot  Pit. 

A four  cell  Destructor  with  a refuse  Separation  Plant  is 
installed  at  the  Disposal  Works.  Repairs  and  various  works  were 
carried  out  to  maintain  the  plant  in  good  state  of  repair  during 
the  year. 

Seven  men  were  employed  on  refuse  disposal  \7ork  and  extra  labour 
was  engaged  as  required  to  cope  with  additional  refuse. 

Land  Reclamation. 

Refuse  was  taken  to  Humberston  land  from  1st  April  to  the  25th 
May  and  from  the  26th  September  to  the  31st  March,  and  was  disposed 
of  by  Controlled  Tipping.  Since  1936  a bank  has  been  formed  by  this 
means  alongside  the  Marine  Wa£l  610  yards  in  length,  15  yards  in 
width  and  two  yards  in  depth.

A 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

14  houses  none  of  which  were  Council  houses  were  found  to  he 
infested  with  bed  bugs  during  the  year  and  disinfection  by  fumigation 
and  spraying  was  carried  out  in  each  case. 

In  many  instances  the  owner  or  occupier  was  advised  to  strip  and 
carefully  remove  and  burn  all  wall  paper.  All  removable  woodwork  such 
as  mouldings,  architraves  and  skirtings  were  eased  or  entirely  removed 
and  the  room  thoroughly  sprayed  prior  to  fumigation.  The  infestations 
were  generally  of  a mild  character  but  upon  subsequent  re-inspections 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  again  carry  out  fumigation  and  spraying  in 
some  of  the  houses. 

Investigations  were  made  regarding  the  possible  infestation  of 
furniture  and  other  belongings  of  incoming  tenants  to  Council  houses 
and  in  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  carry  out  disinfestation. 

The  actual  work  of  disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Health 
Department  but  the  removal  and  replacement  of  all  woodwork,  etc.,  is 
carried  out  by  the  owner  or  occupier. 

Several  of  the  dwelling  houses  which  have  been  subjected  to 
fumigation  are  frequently  re-visited  and  the  owners  and  occupiers 
advised  thereon. 


4.  School  Medical  Services. 

Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  who  acts  as  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officer  to  the  Lindsey  County  Council. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
permission  to  include  the  following  details. 

The  hygienic  conditions  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  are 
satisfactory. 

The  consumption  of  milk  in  schools  continues  to  increase  with 
the  help  of  the  teachers  who  recommend  certain  children  for  a supply 
of  free  milk. 

A marked  improvement  in  the  general  condition  of  children  in 
receipt  of  milk  daily  is  seen  practically  without  exception. 

There  is  no  Open  Air  School  and  there  are  no  Nursery  Schools 
or  Nursery  Classes  for  children  under  5 years  of  age  in  the  Borough,.

No  action  has  been  required  under  the  Publ.ic  Health  (Prevent- 
ion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  (relating  to  persons  employed 
in  the  milk  trade)  nor  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  Ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  is  1-5.  The  facil- 
ities available  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  are  utilised  by  the 
majority  of  medical  practitioners,  but  the  ratio  of  non-notified 
Tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  notified  is  a clear  indication  that  the 
disease  is  not  suspected  as  frequently  as  circumstances  warrant  and 
therefore  many  cases  are  denied  the  full  laboratory  investigation 
afforded  by  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary.

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CLEETHORPES  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

This  Dispensary  is  conducted  by  your  Medical  Officer  in  his 
capacity  of  Assistant  County- Tuberculosis  Officer  and  serves  an  area 
comprising  the  Borough  of  Cleethorpes,  the  Rural  District  of  Grimsby 
and  part  of  the  Rural  District  of  Louth. 

During  the  year  1939,  84  new  cases  attended  the  Dispensary  of 
which  37  were  definately  tuberculous,  17  not  tuberculous  and  in  50 
the  diagnosis  was  not  completed.  Four  cases  were  written  of  as 
’’recovered” , 36  others  were  removed  as  having  transferred  to  oth^r ^ 
areas  or  having  been  lost  sight  of,  or  died,  leaving  157  cases  rem^.t, 
ing  on  the  Dispensary  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  total  individual  attendances  numbered  553. 
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Tuberculosis  After-Care  Committee, 

An  occupational  centre  with  a workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s 
Avenue  is  maintained  by  this  voluntary  Committee;  in  addition 
this  Committee  makes  grants  toward  the  supply  of  extra  nourish- 
ment in  necessitous  cases. 

An  annual  grant  is  made  by  the  Lindsey  County  Council  to 
augment  the  funds  available  for  these  purposes. 

The  work  done  by  the  association  is  of  an  invaluable  nature, 
the  workshop  providing  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened  working 
capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

There  is  a ready  sale  for  their  productions  and  the  business 
done  has  shown  a steady  increase  during  1939.

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Report  on  the  Meteorological  Conditions  Prevailing 
at  Cleethorpes  during  1939.

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  during  1939  were  not  up  t 
the  standard  of  1938.  The  most  striking  feature  was  an  increase 
of  5.80  inches  of  rainfall  over  the  previous  year. 

SUNSHINE. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December  inclusive,  1939,  1432.7 
hours  of  bright  sunshine  were  recorded.  This  is  a- .decrease  of 
85.0  hours  as  compared  with  1938.  The  average  yearly  amount  of 
bright  sunshine  from  1st  January,  1921,  to  31st  December,  1939, 
i.e.  a period  of  19  years,  has  been  1455.7  hours. 

Thus,  the  total  sunshine  during  1939  was  23  hours  below  the 
average  for  the  above  stated  period  of  19  years. 

A total  of  43,7  hours  of  sunshine  in  January  1939  was  the 
lowest  January  total  since  1929,  whilst  96.9  hours  of  sunshine  in 
February  1939  was  the  highest  February  total  since  1934. 

The  total  of  179.3  hours  of  sunshine  in  July  Y/as  the  highest 
July  total  since  1935.  Again  in  August  145.6  hours  of  sunshine  ,r..; 
the  lowest  August  total  since  1925.  93.4  hours  of  sunshine  recorded 

dufing  October  was  the  lowest  October  total  since  1933. 

The  sunniest  month  v/as  June,  Y/hen  217.6  hours  v/ere  re cords u, 
yet  July  and  September  were  the  only  months  recording  sunshine  c 
every  day.  December  1939  - as  in  1938  - had  the  greatest  number  rh 
sunless  days,  l.e.  14  days,  closely  followed  by  January  of  the  s 
year  v/ith  13  sunless  days. 

The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  in  one  day  v/as  15.5 
hours  on  the  4th  June  1939.  This  compares  most  favourably  with  i.  ■ 
maximum  amount  of  sunshine  ever  recorded  at  this  Station,  which  w?.; 
15.7  hours  on  the  17th  June  1932. 

Regarding  1939  sunshine,  the  month  of  June  opened  brilliantly* 
there  being  no  less  than  131.9  hours  in  the  first  10  days.  Unfort- 
unately there  was  a big  falling  off  in  the  remaining  20  days,  when 
only  85.7  hours  were  recorded. 

RAINFALL. 

27.08  inches  of  rainfall  were  recorded  during  the  year.  Th 
as  previously  stated,  is  an  increase  of  5,80  inches  over  1938,  ar: 
an  increase  of  3.28  inches  over  the  average  of  23.80  inches  taken 
over  the  last  30  years. 

In  contrast  to  1938  there  were  two  periods  during  the  year  of 
more  than  7 days  on  which  no  rainfall  was  recorded,  these  periods 
were  16  days  from  the  25th  May  to  9th  June  (inclusive),  and  12  day* 
from  the  12th  to  the  23rd  August  (inclusive). 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  February,  with  0.59  inches  cO 
rain  falling  on  8 days,  and  the  wettest  month  was  November,  with 
4.22  inches  of  rain,  which  is  the  highest  for  any  month  since 
September  1935.  This  rainfall  was  distributed  over  a period  of  18 
days . 

The  greatest  rainfall  in  any  one  day  was  1.56  inches  on  the 
18th  November, 
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TEMPERATURE  OF  THE  AIR. 


As  in  1938  no  great  extremes  of  temperature  were  recorded 
during  1939.  The  average  maximum  shade  temperature  during  the 
year  was  54.9  degrees'F.  which  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  193' 

It  is  a decrease  of  1.8  degrees  F.  when  compared  with  1938.  The 
average  temperatures  for  1936  and  1935  were  53.9  degrees  F.  a, 

55.4  degrees  F.  respectively. 

The  average  minimum  shade  temperature  of  44.0  degrees  F.  - 
only  a slight  decrease  when  compared  with  1938,  hut  is  an  increase 
of  1.1  degrees  F.  over  1937,  0.8  degrees  F.  over  1936,  and  0.4 
degrees  F.  over  1935. 

The  lowest  temperature  recorded  by  the  Terrestial  Radiation 
Thermometer  (Grass  Minimum)  was  25  degrees  F.  on  the  4th,  6th  and 
7th  January,  and  on  the  3rd  February. 

The  lowest  temperature  recorded  by  this  Thermometer  was  13 
degrees  F.  on  the  23rd  January  1933. 

RELATIVE  HUMIDITY. 

The  average  relative  humidity  for  the  year  was  83.9  per  cent. 
MISCELLANEOUS  PHENOMENA 

During  the  year  frosts  were  recorded  on  33  occasions,  as 
follows : - 

11  in  January.  11  in  February. 

2 in  March.  3 in  November. 

6 in  December. 

Snow  fell  on  6 days  during  1939  and  hail  on  9 days.  Thunder 
was  heard  on  12  occasions  and  on  20  days  throughout  the  year 
visibility  w as  less  than  1100  yards  at  the  Morning  Observation  Hour, 
The  average  amount  of  sky  covered  (in  tenths)  by  cloud  during  the 
year  was  6.6. 


The  Cleothorpes  Meteorological  Station  No.  2574. , is 
officially  recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as 
an  Auxiliary  Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health 
Resort  Station. 

All  the  instruments  in  use  are  annually  inspected  and  verif:-  " 
by  Air  Ministry  Officials,  and  Reports  are  normally  telegraphed 
once  daily  in  winter  and  twice  daily  in  summer  to  the  Met eoro login! 
Office  for  inclusion  in  the  Daily  Weather  Report  issued  by  the  !:■:? 
Ministry. 

The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  tho  Council's  Surveyor 
(Loonard  W.  Pjro , A.M.  Inst,  C.  E.  , ) and  the  Observers  during  1939  wc-v 
W.R. Wells  and  C.A. Gloyn,  who  are  members  of  tho  Surveyor's  Staff..
